• WHILE DRIVING between Rockville and Germantown, Mary- 
land, one of the most picturesque spots you’re likely to see is 
Oakwood Farms, proud possession of Dr. Cloyd H. Marvin, Presi- 
dent of the University. 

The farm is on an open rolling section of land that slopes 
down to Seneca Creek, one bound- 
ary. There are three other streams 
on the farm, two of which origi- 
nate from large springs. The site 
of the largest spring was a histor- 
ical spot during the Revolutionary 
War, when it was used as a camp- 
ing ground by the American sol- 
diers, and again , by both sides 
during the Civil War. 

Of the 330 acres on Oakwood 
Farms, 225 are under cultivation. 

The land is farmed under a crop 
rotation system, with corn, barley, 
oats, and wheat being the chief 
grains. Clover, timothy, alfalfa, 
and lespedeza are the hay crops 
used for pasture. Dr. Marvin has 
developed a strain of wheat which 
is quite outstanding In its rust-re- 
sistant qualities. 

Of the many types of livestock 
raised and bred on the farm, one 
of the moat' outstanding is the 
Hampshire Rega sheep. Dr. Mar- 
vin imported this breed from Eng- 
land and has been particularly in- 
terested in seeing it developed here 
In the United States, and especial- 
ly In this community. 

Other classes of livestock for 
which Oakwood Farms Is quite 
noted are Its thoroughbred Poland 
China Hogs which number between 
200 and 400, six thoroughbred Per- 
cheron mares, which produce fine

colts sold on the market, and a 
herd of 80 Hereford steers and 
heifers which the farm buys in the 
west and ships east where they 
are fed for two years before be- 
coming steaks on your dinner ta- 
ble. Dr. Marvin says he doesn’t 
want to seem boastful but he has 
one of the best Frezian Holstein 
bulls in the area. 

A long lane leads to the entrance 
to the farm and leads up to the 
barns, granary, and other build- 
ings, then continues through the 
entire length of the farm. With 
the use of this lane one attendant 
can transfer livestock from any of 
the numerous fields into any other 
without assistance, which makes 
for the efficient operation of the 
farm. There is a home for the 
manager and other employees, and 
Dr. Marvin has his own house 
which is a complete living unit. 
The farm is completely electrified, 
has its own water system, and Is 
totally fenced with woven wire 
fencing. 

In discussing the operation of 
the farm, Dr. Marvin said that in 
this day and age to be an efficient 
farmer it la also necessary to be a 
good chemist, a good mechanic.

• THE CHOPPING BLOCK’S” COMMENTS and 
criticism of the Student Council were apparently ill- 
received by at least one member, to judge from the 
blistering letter which Student Comptroller Joe Holtz- 
man wrote us. Mr. Holtzman took exception to the 
fact that I "failed to see . . . that there was a doubt 
as to the political affiliations and purpose of the 
original sponsors.” (N. B., the authors of the circular 
letter sent out by members of student organizations 

‘I am not trying 
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on other campuses.) He continues, 
to make a mountain out of a molehill and infer that 
some radical elements were primarily interested in 
the sponsorship, but the fact remains that many mem- 
bers were afraid of this and so rightly refused to 
sponsor it.’’ 

I hereby apologize to Mr. Holtzman for any asper- 
sions which were cast on his integrity by my remarks. 

I am doing this because I believe he was really sincere 
in questioning this sponsorship. But the fact remains 
that of the seven members of the Council who attended 
that meeting only one did not object on the ground 
that he was already overburdened with end-of-the-year 
work; only three did not claim that the Council was 
“legally and morally responsible for the success or 
failure of the rally” if they passed the resolution. One 
member questioned the right of the Council to init ate 
such action Without a previous poll of the student 
body; and four stated that they were considering the 
possibility that the Administration might frown on 
such a resolution. Perhaps the members did question 
the background of the sponsors. If so only the Comp, 
t roller and one other member made it clear. 

Mr. Holtzman also states that “the same ques- 
tion was brought up again at the follomng Coun- 
cil meeting. At that time sufficient evidence of 
student interest and sponsorship was presented 
and in no time passed by the Council." I beg to 
differ with the Comptroller, but his "no time" was 
thirty minutes by my watch. Speaking of “ failing 
to see," / would like to point out that in the inter- 
val between meetings the question had been taken 
to President Marvin and the students sponsoring 
the rally had been told by him that the Council had 
jurisdiction. 

It seems to me now, as it did then, that the time 
spent was completely wasted. Do not get the Idea, 
Mr. Holtzman, that this means that I oppose the idea 
of a Peace Rally or that I am in favor of “railroading” 
motions through the Council, because neither state- 
ment is correct. I think that the idea of the rally is 
excellent and I am a strong proponent of free dis- 
cussion— when necessary. It is true, however, that 
the prolonged argument at the first meeting and the 
half-hour rehash last week were an absolute waste of 
time, since the same statements were merely repeated 
over and over. In- the first ten minutes of each meeting 
everyone expressed their feelings and knew how the 
others felt. 

I sincerely hope that next year’s Student Connell 
will not waste so much time on matters that can be 
decided very quickly.

Harmon Leads 
Annual Concert 
At Shoreham

• WEEKS OF INTENSIVE prac- 
tice, interspersed with a number of 
public appearances, will culminate 
tonight in the 26th annual Glee 
•*€lub concert and dance. 

Promptly at 8:45 p.m., in the West 
Built oom of the Shoreham Hotel, 
Di. Robert II. Harmon will lead 
the 100-voice chorus into the open- 
ing number, "God Bless Our Native 
Land." His accompanist, as always, 
will be Mrs. Grace Ruble Harmon. 
An hour and a quarter later the 
men and women will traditionally 
close the concert with the thrilling 
"Kamenoi Ostrow," and the floor 
will be cleared for three hours of 
dancing to the music of Red' Bar- 
ron and his Orchestra. 

Tickets to the entire performance 
are $1.20 per person, and may be 
obtained at the Alumni Office, from 
any member of the clubs, and be- 
tween 12 and 2 p.m. and 5 and. 7 
p.m. in the Student Club and at 
Lisner Auditorium. 

As Is Indicated in the program 
the fourteen selections are divided 
almost evenly between religious 
and secular music. Eight of the 
numbers will have a religious 
theme, and this is due, according 
to . Dr. Harmon, to the fact that 
the vast majority of great choral 
music has been written down 
through the years for church choirs. 

Dr. Harmon will be conducting 
the clubs for the 22nd time. He 
took over direction of the men’s 
club in 1924 while a senior in medi- 
cal school, and has been with it 
ever since. Under his direction the 
club progressed from an organiza- 
tion of less than a dozen men to a 
full chorus of sixty voices, at which 
number It stood at the outbreak of 
the war. As It grew In numbers 
so It did in quality, and in 1910 
the men’s chorus of the University 
was adjudged the finest college 
group In the country, winner of 
the Intercollegiate Championships 
held that year In Carnegie Hall in 
New York City. In subsequent 
years the club finished second and 
third, and never did it finish out 
of the money. 

These nationwide contests were 
discontinued in 1935. In 1941, how- 
ever, the combined clubs were 
rated among the first four or five 
college groups in the country by 
one of Washington’s outstanding 
music critics. 

The women’s club came under 
the direction of the Harmons in 
1928 and quickly reached Its stand- 
■ ~ ard size of 60 voices. Mixed choral 
presentations became the rule. Illch 
in solo talent and composed almost
